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top; place your frame on the manure and cover with the sash. After two or three days the rank heat wiil 
have passed off, when about six inches of good rich soil, finely sifted, should be placed upon the manure, and 
the hot bed is completed and the seed can be sown. We use boxes filled with soul from four to six inches deep, 
placed on the manure. This is by far the best and quickest way, as plants can be moved easily from an old to 
a new bed, or for transplanting. ‘The manure will ferment and warm the soil. ‘The bed being covered with 
glass, protects from cold air, and thus both earth and airare kept at such a temperature as to aid in the ger- 
mination of the seed and the growth of plants. A simple frame covered, of course with glass, 
placed on good soil, will help very much without manure, and this is called a Cold-Frame. Some persons 
use small boxes with a pane of glass on top; this not only keeps off the cold air, but prevents the drying of the 
soil, which destroys many seeds just after starting to grow. ‘The ladies often start seeds in pots in the house. 
Those who do so should place a pane of glass on top, and it is well to place these pots ina box of moss, or some- 
tiling moist, to prevent the drying of the pots. <A better plan is to sow the seeds directly in a box, as the earth 
does not dry so quickly as in small pots. 

Where seeds are sown in the garden, amellow soil should be selected, one that will not become hard on the 
surface after rains. If the sun is hot and the weather dry, a partial shade will keep the soil moist. Sow the 
seed evenly in rows, not too thickly, and transplant to the flowering beds, before the plants get tio large and 
crowd each other. Transplant on a cloudy, moist day, if possible; if not, do so toward evening, and shade the 
plants during the hottest hours of the day fora day or two. Of course, there are some hardy things that are 
best sown where they are to flower, like the Morning Glory, Sweet Pea, Lupins, etc. 

In a hot-bed seed may be planted early in the season, before the weather is warm, in the North, in March; 
ina cold-frame not so early, because no bottom heat is provided; but in the open ground none but the most 
hardy seeds should be sown before both air and ground have become pretty warm, usually not until about the 
tenth of May, and even then some kind of protection is of great advantage. Much disappointment results 
from sowing seeds too early in the open ground, and good seeds are often blamed, when the real fault is the 
impatience of the planter, It is a good plan to sow only a part of a package of seeds at the first planting, then 
in a week or ten days the remainder. In the South, seeds of most of the Annuals and Perennials may be sown 
in the autumn or early winter. By this autumn planting the plants arrive at perfection and fower befere the 
extreme hot weather of mid-summer. The pansy, that loves a cool, moist climate, flowers beautifully in the 
Southern winters. 

» Everybody, of course, will need and grow the beautiful ANNUALS and PERENNIALS, so as to have plenty of 
flowers, and new ones, for cutting all the summer, anda small collection will furnish bouquets in remarkable 
number. Be sure and have some Mignonette and Sweet Peas for fragrance, and Candytuft, because so small 
and neat for filling up, and for button-hole bouquets. A few Grasses and EveRrLASTINGS for winter orna- 
ments will be highly prized about Christmastime. ‘Then the GLApIOLUS isa King among the tall summer 
flowers, as the DAHria is the Queen of autumn, while the Lities are unsurpassed by any of Flora’s treas- 
ures, 


PLANTS FOR SPECIAL PURPOSES. 


PLANTS FOR BALCONIES.—Among plants most useful for balconies we suggest the following: Abutilons, 
Achyranthes, Begonias, Coleus, Clematis, Convolvulus, Canary-bird Vine, Dracanas, Geraniums, (double and 
single), German Ivy, Lobelias, Othonna, Tropzolums, and Vinca. 

PLants FoR Winpow Boxes.—Geraniaums, Lobelias, Vinca variegata, Sweet Alyssum, Othonna, Ivy 
Geraniums, Convolvulus Mauritanicus, Thunbergias, Tropeolum, Maurandya, Calampelis scabra, Oxalis flori- 
bunda and German Ivies. 

PLANTS FOR THE LAwNn.—A great variety of plants is not needed for Lawn Beds, indeed the number of 
suitable plants is not large. What we require is a strong show of color like that furnished by the scarlet Gera- 
niums, ora mass of foliage of a tropical appearance, like that supplied by the Canna, Caladium, &c., or a bed 
of the more delicate, variegated and ornamental foliage, for which purpose the Coleus and variegated Geranium 
are adapted. For the different purposes mentioned, in addition to the Annuals already named, and grown from 
seed, we name a few of the best. 

Dwarr PLANTS FoR EDGINGS OR BorDERS OF BEps.—Alternanthera, Armeria or Thrift, and Oxalis, 

Waite LEAVED PLANTS.—Glaucium, Centaurea, Cineraria maritima, Artemisias, &c. 

SHOWY-COLORED FOLIAGE.—Achyranthus, Coleus and Bronze and Silver-leaf Geraniums. 

TaLL FoLiaGeE PLantrs.—Caladium esculentum, three to four feet in height, leaves more than two feet in 
Jength. Cannas, from three to five feet in height. Ricinus (Caster Oil Bean), from six to twelve feet. 

Bev or TALL FotiaGe PLants. For a bed of tall Foliage Plants I would advise something like the fol- 
lowing : Ricinus or Cannas in the center. Ifthe centre is Ricinus they may be surrounded with a circle of 
Cannas. The next circle should be Caladiums, with an outside border of Coleus or Centaureas. ‘he Ricinus 
will grow from seed as easily as Corn. Good bulbs must be planted both of the Caladiums and Cannas. Young 
plants of the Coleus, Centaurea, &c., are grown by most florists for the purpose of bedding, and are obtained 
at very little cost, 


SEEDS FOR SPECIAL PURPOSES. 


FLOWERS FOR BritLiANT SHow.—These will be found in the first department of the Catalogue, and are 
familiar, doubtless, to most of our readers. ‘(he Aster, Antirrhinum, Balsam, Dianthus, Delphinium, Pansy, 
Petunia, Phlox Drummondii, Portulaca, Salpiglossis, Stock, Verbena, Double Zinnia, and other varieties that 
we have not space to name, should be in every collection. 

FLoweErs For Masses or Cocor.—In modern gardening it is quite popular to grow entire beds of a partic- 
ular color. ‘he effect is very striking. ‘The Phlox Drummondii is of many distinct colors, from white to pur- 
ple, and so constant in bloom that it 1s one of the best for masses. White flowers are in great demand for cut- 
ting for weddings, and for-wreathing the pale yet still beautiful forms of the loved and lost. 

For a SumMMER HepGe.—There are some situations when a low hedge or screen is very useful and orna- 
mental. I don’t kirow of anything that will make a prettier hedge, supported by neat brush, than the Sweet 
Pea. The Amaranthus makes a fine ornamental hedge; the foliage is dark, rich, and some varieties two or 
three colored; A. melancholicus ruber is the best. Delphinium cardiopetalum, always pleases me for this pur- 
pose—about eighteen inches or two feet in height. The Double Zinnia makes a good background or hedge. Al- 
most any tall growing plant may be used for this purpose. 2 : 

ORNAMENTAL LEAVED PLANtTs.—Plants with ornamental leaves are becoming popular in all parts of the 
world. ‘They produce a very fine effect when grown in a group of half a dozen or more together. For useful- 
ness in this respect, I know of nothing better than the new varieties of Celosias, Canna, Kicinus, Amaranthus 
and Perilla Nankinensis. The seed of all these but the Cannas may be sown in the open ground, and will pro- 
duce a splendid effect the first season} or they may be transplanted from the hot-bed. The Canna does weil 
started in heat; but better from roots, ‘The Ricinus is the tallest of those hamed—from four to ten feet kigh— 
and should occupy the center of the group, In fact, this is the best for common use,

FLowers DESIRABLE FOR FRAGRANCE.—For fragrance nothing equals the Mignonette, Sweet Alyssum, 
Sweet Pea, Erysimum, Stocks, Pinks, Picotees and Carnations. 

CiimpinG PLANts.—These are particularly valuable for covering buildings, fences, etc., and for making beau- 
tiful what but for them would be very unsightly. For the convenience of customers, I have placed all the climb- 
ing plants in a separate department. Nothing will give more satisfaction than the Annual Ciimbers, when 
properly cared for and used in the right place. J ‘ é 

Risson Beps.—A very pretty ribbon bed is made by taking different colors of the same flower, like Phlox 
Drummondii, Portulaca, Stocks or Asters. With little care in studying the descriptions, and alittle experi- 
ence, this work will become easy and pleasant. Those who make the trial for the first time will do well to 
commence with the different colors of Phlox Drummondii. The Petunia does not come true to color, so noth- 
ing like a ribbon bed can be made of this flower; but it does make a most brilliant, showy, bed when the striped 
or mixed are used.

It 
is well to start seed under glass for best results.

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Most persons pro- 
cure house plants 
from the greenhouses, 
and when but one or 
two of a kind are 
needed this is a good 
plan. Some, however 
have green-houses, 
and desire many 
plants, and _ others 

take pride and pleas- 
ure in growing from / 
seed-—in watching’ 
every day’s mysteri- 
ous eS from the 4 
tiny seed-leaf to the 
full developed plant, 
in all its grand display 
of beauty. To all such, I shall be happy to furnish 
seeds. ‘The seeds of Greenhouse plants are very small 
and delicate, generaHy, and require the greatest care 
to ensure success; and not only care but knowledge. 
Seeds of Grcenhouse plants are not only deli- 
cate, but they are natives of other and milder 
climates. Their conditions are usually warmth and 
moisture—a humid warm air as w ell as, soil. The best 
advice I can give in regard to sowing is this: Sow the 
seeds in boxes. Obtain a mellow soil, such as could 
be made by rotting turf, and one- fourth sand, which 
will not bake. See that it.is free of worms and insects 
of all kinds. Sow the seed directly on the surface and 
then dust on top a little fine earth through a_ seive. 
Put on water in very fine spray. To not let the sun 
shine upon them directly, or it will dry them up in 
five minutes, so the boxes must be shade. If the air 
of the house is dry and dusty, the seeds will havea 
hard time, and perhaps will be ruined, cover the boxes 
with glass, which will secure a damp atmosphere, 
caused by the moisture arising from the earth. When 
the plants are up they must have alittle air, or they 
will become mouldy and decay near the surface.of the 
ground. So watch, and if yousee signs of drooping, 
give air immediately. As the seeds are mostly delicate 
if Is best to make several sowings at different times. 
Most of the varieties known as greenhouse plants will, 
of course.succeed as well in the dwelling house as the 
green house, if we secure the conditions necessary to 
their health. These are light, warmth, moisture, air 
and occasionally a little sunshine. The ‘difficulty gen- 
erally is that we-keep our living rooms too warm and 
dry for plants. The florist syringes his plants, and 
throws water on the paths, to obtain amoist atmos- 
phere by its evaporation. Keep the thermometer not 
over seventy or seventy-five in the day, and not over 
fifty or sixty at night.
